$SC Sig ns ‘Suffer 
jonikn Soaking 


It was a bad weekend for signs 
on the SSC campus. 

The large entrance sign on J 
street was the target for night- 
riding vanda!s armed with burlap 
bags soaked in black and purple 
paint. 

According to Dewey James, 
superintendent of buildings and 
grounds, the sign must be re- 
pained and cleaned at a cost of 
approximately $45, 

The twelve foot-long alumni 
grove sign was recovered approx- 
imately one-half mile down the 
American river. The sign was dis- 
mounted from the top of a 12 
foot pipe frame and thrown into 
the river. 

This is another act of vandal- 
ism in a series of such acts that 
have occured in the history of 


the grove. 
John Samara, secretary of the 
alumni association, speculated 


that the same group is responsi- 
ble for all the vandalism on the 
campus in the last year or so. 

Samara stated that now that 
pheasant Season is over, “maybe 
we should have a reception com- 
mittee waiting for them some 
time.”

Enrollment Figures 
Revealed By Dean 


Figures released by Dr. W. D. 
Albright, admissions officer, show 
that of the total enrollment fig- 
ure of 2650 there are 1577 men 
and 1073 women attending SSC.

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Happy Daze Is Here Again 


It seems like old times again. 

Student Council Monday went into executive session in 
order to keep part of its business secret and to prevent the 
students from knowing of its actions. This parliamentary 
dodge was common last year, but Monday was the first 
time that the present Council deemed it necessary to go 
behind closed doors, 

The occasion for the executive sessian was a report on 
the rooters train trip to Reno which was to have been made 
by Don Baxter, chairman of the affair. As soon as the re- 
port was reached on the Council schedule, Bob Warner, 
sophomore class president, moved for a secret meeting. 
Baxter backed up the motion by stating that he would not 
open his mouth until Jay Weldon, reporter from The Hor- 
net, was excluded. 

Tom Willoughby. Associated Students president, fought 
the secrecy motion, but was unable to prevent its passage 
by a 5-2 vote. After the measure was carried, Willoughby 
nullified its effect by appointing Weldon as his special sec- 
retary. Baxter made his threat good and refused to report, 
stating that he would have a written report at the next 
meeting. 

Willoughby stated after the executive fiasco that he 
could see no reason for excluding the press. He stated that 
it was necessary for The Hornet to hear the report if the 
paper was to have the proper background for reporting 
the campus news. 

Willoughby is a refreshing element in the SSC student 
government picture. He is a conscientious guy who realizes 
that he holds his high position by vote of the students and 
that he is responsible to them. He knows that if it is not 
checked by student opinion, the Student Council can be a 
very irresponsible body. 

If the rest of the Student Council members share Wil- 
loughby’s high ideals, they had them well concealed Monday. 

Student Council unquestionably has the technical] right 
to go into executive session, but from a standpoint of re- 
sponsibility, no such action is justified. The purnose of the 
Student Council is to represent_the students, They cannot 
do this if the students do not voice their opinions on mat- 
ters before the Council, The students cannot hold opinions 
if they do not have access to facts about the actions of the 
Council. The students cannot get these facts if Council 
meetings are closed to the public. Executive sessions defeat 
the ver; purpose of the Student Council. 


. Sophs Show Way 


Sophomore class should be congratulated for its dance, 
A Night on Basin Street, which was presented Friday night 
in the cafeteria. It proved a point which many people must 
have suspected for a long time, that a good dance can be 
staged with a good band, good decorations, and good re- 
freshments. : 

For’some time, there has been a myth on this campus 
that a good dance cannot be presented in the cafeteria. The 
evidence, before the latest offering, would have seemed to 
back up that contention, Cafeteria dances have been poorly 
attended in the past, but the three elements of a good affair 
brought out a record crowd last week.

President's Comments

Now that the smoke of the 
judicial hearings of last week 
has cleared, some people have 
raised questions about the pro- 
cedures employed by the board 
of justice. In particular they have 
questioned the authority of the 
board to issue subpoenas. 

By what right can the board 
of justice subpoena? 

Before we may answer this 
immediate question, we must un- 
derstand that if the board has 
the right to subpoena at all, that 
right must extend to every case 
presented before it. If it has the 
right to subpoena witnesses in a 
case dealing with a constitutional 
violation, or with violations of 
the by-laws, then it also has that 
same right in cases involving the 
welfare of the association. There 
is no middle ground; either tha 
board can subpoena or it cannot. 

Understanding this fact, we 
can properly ask what right of 
subpoena our judiciary has. Some 
have made much of the fact that 
nowhere can they find the privi- 
lege written out. This all de- 
pends on where you look for it. 
You won't find it printed in red 
ink in the constitution; you won't 
find it emblazoned across the 
front of the student service 
building in neon letters; you 
won't find it in tea leaves or a 
erystal ball. 

The right of subpoena on the 
other hand is not something pro- 
duced at will out of a hat. It 
comes all packaged and gift 
wrapped. All we have to do to 
discover it is to remove the 
wrappings. 

All that we are floundering 
about trying to say is simply 
that the right of subpoena is in- 
herent in the concept’ of juris- 





diction. If any judicial body has 
jurisdiction over a_ particular 
type of case, then it must use 
all available and apparent means 
to arrive at a just and equitable 
decision. 

It is certainly necessary in the 
determination of the truth for 
witnesses to come forward, pre- 
sent their stories and be cross- 
examined. This is not to say 
that it is a pleasant task for the 


‘witness. Often it is quite the op- 


posite. 

Personal considerations aside, 
the subpoena of witnesses re- 
mains the chief and most reliable 
way of ascertaining truth. It is, 
therefore, perfectly justifiable in 
all cases in which the student 
judiciary has jurisdiction, 

In passing, we should mention 
that in the judicial proceedings 
just past, jurisdiction given to 
the student board explicitly by 
the college administration at the 
request of the students. 

There may be some who look 
askance at a student board which 
has such powers. They do not 
wish to see a student organ pos- 
sessing the powers formerly 
thought reserved to the sagacity 
of the civil courts. 

These people fail to realize 
that we as an association are 
every bit as much a community 
as ahe city of Sacramento or the 
state. We have much smaller 
problems, true, but nevertheless 
we are still a distinct socia) 
group with our own political in- 
stitutions, 

Our judiciary is one of these 
insiitutions. If it is to be an active 
judiciary, if it is to fulfill the 
function for which it was created, 
then it must have the rights and 
privileges inherent in the very 
concept of a judicial organ. 

It has these rights and the 
privilege of exercising them.

gineering Education, is chairman 
of the U. S. IAESTE Committee. 

The deadline for receipt of ap- 
plications igs December 28. 
Each American applicant will be 
asked to pay a $25 application 
fee, $20 of which will be returned 
if no suitable placement can be 
made. Candidates withdrawing 
before January 15, will have $15 
refunded to them.

Editor of ‘The Hornet: 

The students of Sacramento 
State College have a problem: 
Shall we, or shall we not have 
sororities on campus? Actually, 
it isn’t a problem at all—it is a 
need. A college gains recognition 
and prestige through sororities, 
especially through national so- 
rorities. Certainly, we can't con- 
sider national sororities until we 
admit local sororities on campus. 
A sorority joins gris together for 
the purpose of maintaing scholas- 
tic and social standards. A so- 
rority turns the bewildered, 
frightened freshman into an ad- 
justed college student,  sur- 
rounded by friends who are eager 
to help her adjust to the college 
climate. 

It seems very strange that we 
have accepted fraternities for | 
the men, but quibble over having 
sororities for the women. This is 
a coeducational college, is it 
not? | 

Many of the arguments against 
sororities are based on old wives’ 
tales about pledging. hazing, and 
rough initiation. Many people 
forget that there must be a reg- 
ulating agency to prohibit some 
of the mishaps that occurred in 
grandma's day. This agency 
would be in the form of an inter- 
club council or inter-sorority 
council. Besides this, the sorority 
must act in accordance to its 
own constitution, national soror- 
ity rules, and must have a fac- 
ulty advisor. The fraternities 
have not aroused student body 
anger, so T don't sce why sorori- 
ties are expected to get out of 
line. 

Another objection is that soro- 
rity girls cliques. Cliques will 
form whether sororities exist or 
not. Have the cliques in the fra- 
ternities gotten out of hand? Be- 
lonzing to a sorority (or frater- 
nity) lengthens your list of 
friends—it certainly doesn’t limit 
it. 

Another abjection is that soro- 
rities might take over and run 
the college. If you just take a 
look around you, you can see 
that many women are either mar- 
ried, beyond sorority age, or just 
too busy to bother with a soro- 
rity. I don’t think this group of 
women will sit back and let any 
sorority take over. The whole 
idea is absurd. 

At some of our state colleges, 
sororities post a signup list for 
girls who are interested in join- 
ing a sorority. In this way. the 


_ sorority can be assured that these 


are the girls who would most 
appreciate an invitation to join. 
This is the opportunity for the 
girl to let someone know that 
she would like to join. I really 


. like this idea and would like to 


see jit put into practice at Sacra- 
mento State. 

I suggest that provisions. be 
madé for regulating sororities, so 
that already formed groups can 
petition for admittance to the 
campus. If you have opinions, 
why not get them, out into the 
open? Opinions don’t cost a cent, 
but thev do provoke thought— 
and finally, action.

In Local, Cpen Programs

There is a sign on the dean's 
desk in one of Dick Bibler’s 
‘Little Man on Campus’ cartoons 
which reads: “Almost Anyone 


Can Get a Scholarship.” 

Although no such sign is to be 
found anywhere around the of- 
fices of the Administration 
building, it is true there are a 
number of scholarships available 
to SSC students. 

Dr. Lawrence M. Brammer, as 
sociate dean of students, says 
there are two different scholar- 
ship programs in operation to- 
day. “First we have the local, or 
community - contributed scholar- 
ships, of which there are at pres- 
ent some 25 or so,”” he says. 

The locally donated scholar- 
ships are administered by the 
college and most are awarded 
the middle of April. 

“The second categcry is the 
national open scholarships for 
which we make nomination,” 
says Brammer. “These include 
such things as the Fulbright

scholarships: Marshall Plan scho- 
larships; and the Danforth Fei 
lowships.” 

Brammer pointed out that 
many of these national competi- 
tive scholarships have institu- 
tional qvotas, such as the Ful- 
bright which allows for only two 
takers from SSC. 

“Besides a number of differ- 
ent scholarship programs, we 
have several student loan pro- 
grams as well,” Brammer says, 
“an example of which is the lozn 
fund for business admiristration 
students established by the 
Greater Broadway Kiwanis club 
This program provides for loans 
primarily to senior and graduate 
students who need funds to see 
them through graduation and 
who wish to repay their loars 
from on-the-job earnings.” 

Any questions a student may 
have about scholarships, loans, 
or anytliing else of that nature 
can be answered by dropping in- 
to 230 Administration building 
and asking either Brammer or 
the scholarship secretary.
